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County Should Vote Solid for Proposition No. 1 


The people of San Bernardino county and the entire state 
who have been complaining, and justly so, because of the ex- 
cessive tax on common property, and particularly farmers, 
now have an opportunity to secure relief from that condition 
by voting ‘‘Yes’’ on Proposition No. 1 on the ballot to be voted 
next Tuesday, June 27. 

This is also known as state constitutional amendment No. 
30 and provides positive relief from the intolerable tax burden 
now imposed upon real estate by providing that the state shall 
take this tax off of real property and raise from other sources 
the $38,000,000 now raised for school purposes as a part of the 
county tax rate on common property. 

It limits county and city expenditures to an amount not 
exceeding by more than 5 per cent the amount spent the pre- 
ceding year and limits state expenditures for each biennium to 
a figure not exccediug more than 0 per cent the amount spent 
the previous two-year period. 

Eftective Jan. 1, 1935, it returns to the local county tax 
rolls utility property to be taxed the same as other property 
is taxed. This would return to this county utility property of 
the taxable value of about #40,000,000, thus adding to the tax

Red Cross Relief 
Report Is Made 
by Coast Manager 





‘Mrs. R. C. Norton, chairman of 
the Upland chapter, is in receipt 
of a report from A. L. Schafer, 
Red Cross manager in the Pacific 
area, who has directed the earth- 
quake disaster relief work in 
Southern California, to the effect 
that all but 413 of the 4,870 cases 
registered for assistance have 
been considered and closed. 

The report shows 2,876 families 
given rehabilitation or emergency 
assistance. Of this number, 1,370 
families received rehabilitation 
awards involving building and re- 
pairs, hospital, nursing and med- 
ical bills. 

In the 90-day period since the 
earthquake of March 10, 91.5 per 
cent of all cases have been clos- 
ed. During that time 1,223 homes 


made covering rebuilding and re- 
pair to the extent of $225,601.07. 

Contributions to the disaster re- 
lief funds totaled $458,774.27. Of 
this amount, Red Cross chapters, 
individuals and organizations gave 
$358,774.27 and the National Red 
Cross $100,000.

! sistance to families, without re- 


sources, who sustained losses in 
the explosion that wrecked a re- 
finery plant of the Richfield Oil 
company in North Long Beach on 
June 2. Some of the families who 
had suffered loss in the earthquake 
of March 10 had made repairs to 
their homes only to sustain addi- 
tional damage as a result of the | 
oil explosion. ! 
Manager Schafer reports that 
Red Cross relief workers have 
given these particular families 
prompt assistance. He draws at- 
tention to the fact that Red Cross 
beneficiaries have disbursed their 
awards very rapidly in making j 
\ 





pairs. Reconstruction of family 
residences, therefore, is far ahead 
of reconstruction of business build- 
ings, churches and public build- 
ings.
